In the House of Commons* 



IVroiu tho LonJou Dally Post, July 0, 1878, J 

The question asked in tbo Houhg of 
Commons tho other clay rolativo to 
matters in dispute between Canada 
and British Columbia did not, as re- 
ported and answered, convey any def- 
inite idea to tho public of the merits 
and facts of the case. It may bo con- 
Teuient, theroforo, if wo explain the 
aubjoct, which may prove to be one of 
considerable importance. It will be 
rem?|lnbefed- that ■when the present 
Canadian (ibyerhment came into office 
they made the non-fulfilment of the 
agreemout entered into by their pre- 
decesBOia with Biithish Columbia 
rolativo to tho Canadiau Pacific Kail- 
way a salient point of their policy. 
'They said that Canada could not con- 
Btruot the railway within the specified 
time, and that even if sho could tlie 
Dominion was not able to afford tho 
expense of the whole undertaking. 
But as British Columbia had entered 
into confederation with Canada on the 
fixpress condition that the railway was 
to oe completed by 1880, she objected, 
naturally and very strongly, to what 
sho regarded as an absohite breach of 
faith as well as a serious injury to her 
interests. After a good deal of nego- 
tiation it was arranged that Lord Car- 
narvon should give his opinion on tho 
matter in dippute in view of a com- 
promise, and he did so. Under the 
"Carnarvon terms," which were ac- 
cepted by the Governments of both 
Canada and British Columbia, iibero 
was to be a considerable extension of 
time for the making of the main part 
of the railway; but tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo "section" of the lino in Van- 
couver Island was to be begun at an 
early date. The Canadian Govern- 
ment, in apparent conformity with this 
agreement, had a portion of this sec- 
tion of the lailway surveyed, and they 
bought and shipped to Vancover Is- 
land some steel rails for the work. 
But with those ateps f their effoi^ 
ceased in the n-atter. The Canadian 
•Government had promoted a bill for 
the making of this section of the rail- 
way, which passed the Lower House, 
but was thrown out by tho Senate. 
Since that time they have made no en- 
deavors to obtain the passing of the 
measure, and ii was understood 
that in point of fact they had 
either abandoned or postponed indef- 
initely the carrying out of this part of 
the agreement with British Columbia. 
Tho Canadian Government base their ac- 
tion, we believe, on the allegations that 
they performed their part in Bubmittiog 
, a measure iortbe railway to the Doininion 
Parliament; and that this railway in Van- 
ooayei Island was not part of the original 
lino as agreed on between British Colum- 
biu and Canada. The flrbt allegation may 
bo dismissed, for, according to constitu- 
tional practice, the Canadian Govornmont 
should have taken steps to cause tho Hen- 
ate to reoonsider and reverse their dcci- 
'sion, failing which the Oovernment could 
have made a Cabinet question of the mat- 
• ter and appealed to the country to support 
it in fiiltilling the obligations entered into 
with British Columbia, But there can 
be little doubt that tho Senate actoJ in 
accordance with the present views and 
wisheB of tbs Canadian Government, on 
wbioh must rest tho responsibility of the 
failure to carry out tho agreement. With 
regard to tho allegation that tlie Vancou- 
ver Island Eoilway was not part of tli(3 
original Canadian Pacilio Eaihvay, to the 
coustraotion of which Canada still admits 
Ler liability, it ia to bo rotaarkod that 
this great piropbsed railway was formally 
described iia to QbDnect the exis'tiDg Cana- 
dian railway system with the "seaboard" 
of the Pacific, though were the western 
terminus was to be exactly was not spt'ci- 
fied at tho time. Thero was a great dif- 
ference of opinion on this head. Some 
people thought tho railway ought to end 
at pute Inlet or some other point on the 
mainland; others contended that it should 
be extended to the fine harbor of Esqui- 
malt in Vancouver laland, the straits be- 
tween tho island and mainland being 
crosaod by either a ferry or a bridge. 
However tho Canadian Government ap- 
peared to have settled the point, for by 
au Order of the Governor- General in 
Coanoil it was laid down that Esquimalt 
was to be tho terminus, and the British 
Columbian Government was required ao- 
oordingly to set apart a strip of land 
twenty miles wide, between EHqnimalt 
and Nanaimo, for the railway. This the 
Provincial Legislature did, and has kept 
the land intact for. tho purpose of . the 
taiiiray ever siaee.' ?rhe'" Gada'dian i Gov- 
ernment, however, issued another Or- 
der in Council intended to revoke tho 
iirst one, but tho liritieh Columbia Gov- 
ernment contonds that it was not within 
the power of the Dominion to cancel the 
^rst Order, as that Ordor made them 
parties to a apooiflo agreement which wos 
' 'cbmpletod and renlddi;e,d' binding ah'd'per- 
msnoot by tho fulfilinont by the other 
parties of tho conditions demanded of 
thorn. Brifiih Columbia holds, therefore 
and with apparent reason, that the Esqui- 
' mi(f,t-Na;)aimo Bailway became part of 
, t|i1» 'j{r^'§fit Oaoadia^ Paoiflo line, and that 
I'^f^^tMu'igptly it Was not neoossary f9r the 
^iiadian Goveirnment to have promoted 
a separate ^easure iof the Vancouver 
Island or t^ininal 'deotlon flf the railway 
that Canada waslioilad and still is bound 
to make. ' ' '•" '' ' 

Suoh is the state of the question- pend- 
ing between Canada and her . Jpa;5vince of 
British Columbia. And there can be no 
donbt that the Dotaiiiiion' Oovamita'ent, 
after agreeing to the terms proposed by 
Lord Carnarvon, has failed io carry them 
out or to take all possible steiis for doing 
BO. That is not a very digniliod orcrcdiL- 
abid position for the Canadian Govern- 
ment to occupy. Indeed, from first to 
last tho conduct of the nroaont Canadian 
Government' ih' this Canadian Pacific 
ILiilway afTair has been, to say the least 
of it, undignified and heedless of solemn 
ungn'gemantH. British Columbia was in- 
duced to join Canada 1^ tho promises of a 
railway aoroat the oontuient, to be fhiish- 
ed vim**' ^ iB^Haiirt Ume, and the presoot 
l)omiBi6n'Gev(E»mment no sooner took of- 
fice than they intimated their intention | 



of departing from the terms of the agroo- 
inont and of aubatituting a sobeffe of 
their own. And when British Columbia 
consented to compromiao, and agreed 
with Canada in rccepting the terms of 
the cpmpromise spggested by Lord Oar- 
nor^pn. tbi^ Dbminion Government onco 
more- ati«mpfed to baok out of the en- 
gagements entered into formally and de- 
liberately with tho province. Under 
such trials it is satisfactory to find from 
the statement of the Under Secretary that 
British Columbia has not boon tempted to 
make demands for "Bocession." British 
jolumbia has always boon noted for its 
loyalty and attachment to England, and 
those feelings will keep it, no doubt.from 
striving for what,.no8Bibly might be best 
for its interests. ' But Canada shonld not 
calculate and work on these feeling too 
much. If British Columbia is to bo a 
ooutonted member of the Dominion it 
must be. fairly treated. It is to be hoped 
that Lord Du6ferin's visit to the province 
will }}6^ 't'l^&, vp^itaa of bringing, about a 
aansfabtory' ansngeinent between it and 
Oahada. H6Vever, it would bo futile to 
expect that British Columbia can be sat- 
isfied until Canada performs her ongago- 
monts, and, judging from tho past, there 
seoins but little reason to look for fair 
treatment and adherence to agroomouts 
at the hands of the present Canadian 
Government, nnless the pressure of pub- 
lic and official opinion in England be 
brought to bear upon them.

Ho added that an account of 
numerou.s eliums whii'h had recently boon 
made on tho i)ul)lic purso a largo colloc 
tion of subscriptions could not be roliud 
on for the show, and consequently val 
uable prizes ooiild nof be ofiPSred to exhi 
bitors. If, however, all the agricultural 
sociolios would combine and exhibit at 
Olio jdaco, instead of giving separate shows, 
a good disi)liiy of tbo products of tho 
country would doubtless be possible. 

Tbo Secretary, Mr. Thomas liussoll, 
sail! he tboughl iliat, judging from for- 
mer years, in tho neighborhood of §250 
could be collected in the city, but that if 
tbo jiooplo woro inclined to strain a point

The Address to tlie Govern- 
or-General.. 

Tho following is a correct copy of the 
address approved at tho meeting hold 
on Friday evening, for presentation to 
tho Govornor-tioneral. That which ap- 
peared in tho StdudarU yestorday contauis 
several imp_or)ant errors and was publish- 
ed contrary' to|ih6 wishes of the Commit- 
tee. 

Map it Please Your Excellccy: 

We, Her Majesty's loyal aubjeots, in- 
habitants of Victoria and its vicinity, in 
I'ublid in'eetin'g a^embied, welcome with 
pleasure the visit of Your Excellency to 
this Province, and beg respectfully to ad- 
dress your Lordship as Her Majesty's 
representative in British North America, 
upon tho present unsatisfactory relations 
of British Columbia ^with the Dominion 
of Canada. : ' 

2. Your Exoellenoy is thoroughly aware 
oi the miiiiy aud urgont representations 
mado from time to tinio by the Provincial 
Government of this Province to tho Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion and Her Maj- 
esty on tho subject of tho uufnlflllod 
Terms of Confoderation. 

3. Y'our Excellency is also awaro that 
those representations rosulted in certain 
reoommendationa by the Earl of Carnar- 
von which were accepted by the Domin- 
iou Government as a solution of tho difli- 
culty, aud that those recommeudutions 
were favorable to tho Dominion Govern- 
ment as they would, if carried out, have 
relieved it from those conditions of the 
original terms of Confederation which 
wore considered by tbo Dominion Gov- 
ernment impossible of fulfilment. 

•I. Wo have to point out to your Excel- 
lency that instead of tho Dominion of 
Canada attempting to fulfil tlieso modi- 
fied obligations in a bona fide manner she 
utterly neglected to do so and in lieu 
Ihoreof offered a peouniary comiionsatiou 
to this Province iu an ambiguou.sly word- 
document. This ofl'or was docliuod by 
tho Provincial Government and its action 
was endorsed in tho strongest manner by 
tho people. 

. The action of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in ignoring tho Carnarvon set- 
tlement, has proilucod a wide spread feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction towards Confedera- 
tion, which has been intensified by the 
utterances of prominent public men of 
the Dominion, who api)areiitly look upon 
this Province as a sourco of exponso and 
troiibh? to tbo Dominion, and us a Prov- 
ince whose withdrawal would not bo re- 
gretted. 

0. Wo trust tbat your Excellency has 
it in charge to convey to this Province 
the gratifying intelligence that the Do- 
minion Government will fulfil] their ob- 
ligations nnder the Carnarvon settlement, 
and that this is tho last occasion when 
the people of British Columbia will have 
the painful duty of making complaint to 
Her Majesty, through her representative, 
of any broach of the Terms of Un 
ion by the Dominion, If, however, 
that Government fail to take i)ractical 
stt'iJS to carry into effect tL(! t^u-ms sol- 
emnly accoidud by them, wo most res- 
poetfully inform your Excellency that, iu 
tlio opinion of a large number of tho peo- 
jde of this Proviuco, the withdrawal of 
this Provinco from the Confederation will 
ba the inevitable result, and in such a 
case eompoDsation from' the Dominion 
would bo demanded for tho unfulfillsd 
obligations which ahu undertook, 

7' This growing desiro for noimi-nlion 
is not held out as a throat, but is simply 
tho expression of a feeling which is gain- 
ing strength every day. 'ilio knowledge 
that Canada relies on tho paucity of our 
numbers and her own power to fulfil or 
repudiate tho terms of Union as she 
pleases, creates a feeling oi irritation 
which is being continually augmented. 

8. In thus openly aildres.'iing your Ex- 
cellency, WC5 feel assured that whatever 
may bo tho final result of these imhappy 
differences, we shall receive from Your 
ExooUency such advice and assistance as 
will be of material advanUigo to us as a 
people. 

9. Bounded as this Province is, on the 
North and South by I'uited Slates terri- 
tories, oud without railway connection 
with the Dominion of Canada, British 
Columbia will ever be an isolated, unpro- 
grossivo Province. The railway and oth- 
er facilities of the .American poople aro 
sapjiing our trade, and diverling com- 
merco and popnlation to their shores. 
Your lOxeellenry, iu receutlv traveling 
tbrougli tlio Westorn Shites of .\.merica, 
must have had ample oiiportunity of ob- 
serving tho wonderful progress tuere, re- 
sulting from a bold railway policy. 

10. In conclusion, wo beg y(ju to con- 
vey to Her ^lajesty tbat, w!;e!lierasa 
Province of tbe Dominion or a separate 
l^olony, we shall always entertain for Her 
Majesty feelings of the deepest loyalty.

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 11.— rFrom the corres- 
pondence respecting the Bulgarian 
attrocities laid before Parliament yes- 
terday among the most important pa- 
pers was a dispatch from Lord Derby 
to Sir Henry Elliott, British Ambass- 
ador at Constantinople, sent the 9th 
inst., which sii7Si '"It'8pp«anr'C§ Her 
Majesty's Government that the cap- 
ture of Sailschar may lead to the oc- 
cupation of a considerable part of Ser- 
via by Turkey; therefore, I instruct 
you to urge strongly on the Porte that 
it is absolutely necessary that its 
troops should be kept '^n^ei^O^pl, 
and that the unarmed " populaSon be 
spared, and that a repetition of the 
outrages in Bulgaria be avoided. You 
will point out that a renewal of such 
outrages would prove more disastrous 
to tbe Porte than the loss of the battle. 
The indignation of. Europe would bo 
incontrollable. and interference in a 
sense hostile to Turkey inevitable." 

A correspondent at Belgrade tele- 
tjiaphs tbo following: The toils are 
closing f^roun^ the Servians. Abdul 
Keiim Pasha is pushing westward 
from Guergosavatz, and the Servian 
General, Harvatolich, has fallen back 
to Yanokovo and Klissara. Hard fight- 
ing began at Paukovo on Wednesday 
and is still continuing. If the Turks 
carry ¥anokovo>-tbere will be no 
important obstacle in the way to Bon- 
ia. The army of tbe South is faring 
badly aud has retreated from Yavox 
to tbo interior. Ivaniza is surround- 
ed by high lulls affording tho Turks 
excellent offensive positions. The fact 
is the Servian war is about to assume 
a much less ambitious. character than 
when first undertaken, and is about to 
resolve itself into, a guerilla warfare. 



TuK Chinkse Difficulty.— The ap- 
poiutmont of the CoiigreHsional Com- 
missiou to visit tho Pacific coast this 
fall remands all legislatiou on tho 
Chinese question until the next ses- 
sion of Congress. It may bo presumed 
that the same class of testimony will 
be presented to the Congressional 
Commission as was recently submitted 
to tbo Cominisaion of State Senators 
appointed at the close of the last ses- 
sion of the Legislatul;d. It is stated, 
however, that the' friends of the Oh i- 
neso abstained from offering evidence 
to tho State Senatorial Commission, 
which they will present to tho Con- 
gressional Committee of Inquiry. 
Whatever may be said about tho sen- 
timent of the Paciflo coast on the Chi- 
nese question, there is the fact, that 
iu all the Anglo-siixon commnnities, 
whore the ChiiioHO proHcnt tbomsolvos 
in largo numbers, the Celestials give 
tho same trouble as iu California. The 
Legislature of Yiotoria have had to 
pass special enactments to mitigate 
the evil of the Chinese opium dens in 
Melboiii-no, and the citizens of Syd- 
ney, Now South Waloo, are fearful of 
an epidemic, sujierindnced by Chinese 
overcrowding. — 'S. F. Bulletin.
